The aim of Tnystlcism i.s to los'- all 
self dentlty and to dlsapppar into one. 
great spirit of reality. Thi.s peculiarity 
can best, be decrlbed by restoring to 
ex'stlng cases, but mJ'Htici.'îni oi 
mystical elements In a milder form 
may bb found on every hand, even in 
our modern world. The exiterieiicen 
of Plalinus and St Ti-rotia dui-ini; 
their niyattcal ecstaclcs of compani- 
lively modern my.^tlcliits Is Tennyson 
who describes hie rny.stlcal oxperleiiccs 
being hrought «.bout by repeating his 
narno over and ov^.r again. 

My.fticisni, the .•■peaker enipho.tilzcd,

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FOOTBALL FOR SPORT'S SAKE 



In this issue Appears « brief intev\-iew ^nth Mr. Shaughnessy 
on the present .«itua'tion c»f Can.-\flian FootlMll. Il is the result of a 
good deivl of criticism of the game in which its merits have been 
compared to the relative merits of English Ruyrby. 

\XTicn Mr. Shauphnessy .«i.-\ys that Can.idian Rugby is played 
vnth more fight and spirit of competition than is the English game, 
we believe that he has struck the fundamental difference between 
the two pamcs. In other words, the English play lyorc for the sake 
of the "game;"' wc play more for the sake of \\-inning. 

Now. it is a matter of opinion as to which spirit is the belter 
for the !5Akc of sport, for, we think, everyone will agree that the 
two games arc played primarily for the sake of .sport. The fact 
remains, however, th.it wc in the East and midAVest of Canada 
iiavc got into 'he halii: of cnjo>4ng the latter »pirit. 

Whether this .«^pirit is the outcome of the ^mc we play, or 
|^<'hethcr our present game in the outcome of this spirit is hard to 
>:say. It is evident, in any case, that what wc enjoy in our game 
•'are its elaborate scientific methods, its high state of proficiency 
and its general tenseness and emotion as a spectacle. Further, we 
are able ^o appreciate that much more any indivTclual brain-work 
and play that is so difficult to "pull off" >s-ith this high state of 
proficiency. 

i-ii , If we are to fall in line vi-iih the rest of Canada and. indeed, 
r' the rest of the British Empire by taking up the English game, we 
believe there would have to be a radical change in the minds of 
the football public as to their ideas of football as a sport. 

Mr. Shaughnessj- thinks that English Rugby is hardly adaptable 
to our Eastern climate, that is, of course, allowing as hi^h a stand&rd 
for it at for our present game. There is no reison why if should 
not be under slight alterations. We feel, however, that such a 
change is neither wished by the majority nor considered likely: 
.„'jnoTeover. we quite agree with Mr. Shaughnessy in wishing for some 
changes in the present inadequate offensive rules in the Canadian 
game. With one or two simple changes our game should be one 
- of the greatest sports and spectacles on earth.
